SEWER HIKERS ENTER A PROTEST 


Demand That Students Be Not 


Allowed to Do Laborer's Work. 


Outraged by the attitude of the stu- 


dents and President 
Benjamin 
Ide 


Wheeler, of the University of Califor- 
nia, against organized labor, the Sew- 
er Workers' Union, No. 10,719, of Oak- 
land, appointed President D. Foley and 
Secretary J. White, a committee of two 
with the expressed purpose of calling 
on President Wheeler to adjust tlie 
trouble. 


The "Hlllegass tract" which belongs 


to the University, needs grading' very 
badly. Just before the University pur- 
chased the land it was platted for res- 
idence lots and 
three 
streets 
cut 


through. 
After buying the land the 


University authorities decided to make 
a drill grounds out of it, but before 
the ground can be used to advantage 
must be filed in and several places 
graded to a lower level, 


• The State 
University 
Is short of 


funds at the present time on account 
of the defalcation of ex-Secretary Mc- 
Kowen. This being the financial con- 
dition the male 
students 
proposed 


grading the land in. a body on Febru- 
ary 29. It was estimated that fifteen 
hundred students could do the biggest 
part of the Job in one day. By doing 


[ this work the student body is robbing 
the laboring class 
out of several 


months' work so the union claims. 


The plan formulated by the sudents 


met with the approval of President 
Wheeler. 
He expressed himself us 


being glad of such «. noble undertak- 
ing. 
In 1901, when the Oakland steve- 


dores were striking, a number of Ber- 
keley students worked aa stevedores 


in the strikers' places on the Oakland 
water front. When the students were 
criticized for taking part against the 
union men, President Wheeler took a 
decided stand in-favor of the under- 
graduates. He wiped away all senti- 
ment and claimed as Justification of 
their actions American liberty. 
In consideration of their rights and 


hoping to prevent the students 
from 


further action, the following resolution 
was passed by the union: 
"Whereas, the students of the Unl- 
servity of California, as a body, have 
proposed to grade the Hlllegass tract 


I of land, belonging to the State Uni- 
versity and located 
in Berkeley, on 
February 29, 1904,' and 


"Whereas, this determination on the 
part of the students has been 'sanc- 
tioned by President B. I. Wheeler 
of 


the State' University, and , 
"Whereas, this action Is a direct In- 


fringement on the rights ot the labor- 
ing class and taking from them 'work 
that should be in all justice done by 
them, and 
"Whereas, the students have inter- 


fen-ed with the stevedores' strike of 
Oakland In 1901, therefore, be it 


"Resolved by the Sewer Workers' 
Union, No. 719, of Oakland, That the 
students of the University 
of 
Cali- 


fornia be Instructed, by a committee 
of two, John White and D. Foley, ap- 
pointed by this union, and with full 
power to act, that their actions are 
not in harmony 
with 
the 
laboring 


classes." 
The committee appointed 
to

1 charge of the student labor question 
I will call on President Wheeler and de- 
i mand a hearing.

Mr. Bryan is an adept at giving voice

is distinguished. Mr. Bryan is to pol- 
itics what Dr. Dowle is to the healing 
art.

Bryan is the inspired heaier of poli- 
tics; Dr. Dowie Is the inspired healer 
of the sick.

v.-ho slew President McKinley express- 
id the greatest desire to serve

Instead of glorifying him for 


Ms expressed 
intentions, we hanged 


him for committing a cruel and sense- 
less murder.

; s illustrations of the fact that good 
professions do not always ripen into

We must judge policies,

med by his professions all the world 
would be answering the muezzin's call 
to prayer.

of time which he had. "If, however, 
you are Interested In the troubles that 
perennially disturb Southeastern Eu- 
rope," he said, "I shall be pleased 
to go over briefly of the many causes 
for tht;m. 
"I must tell you first of all that there 
Is no such country as Macedonia. Still 
we shrill talk a great deal about Mace- I 
donla. 
This section lies between tho ' 


Black Sea and the Adriatic and runs , 
south to the Egean. In this territory 
there are about 2,000,000 inhabitants. | 
They are not of one race but many 
races. They are so mixed in race, re- 
ligion, and politics that it Is almost im- 
possible to disentangle them. To show 
how the French view this phase of the 
question I will say that whenever thp 
French have anything very complex, 
or intricate, or something, the ingredi- 
ents of which they are unable to dis- 
tinguish, say for Instance a salad of 
which they are unable to say what it is 
made, they call it 'salad Maceduan' 
meaning that It is hopelessly entan- 
gled. 
"In the third or fourth cer.tury this 


country was overrun by hordes from 
the Narth. Then gradually there arose 
two petty provinces of Bulgaria and 
Servla. At the present these two prov- 
inces with their glory gone are hope- 
lessly trying to swallow 
up 
their 


neighbors. Bulgaria looks back to the 
time, when at the zenith of its glory 
In tho time of Its Czar Samuel. While 
Servia casting backwards boasts o£! 
Klr.g Stephan. They both have an am- 
bition to once again restore their re- 
spective 
countries 
to their 
former 


giory. 
"Over-shadowing these are the two 


more powerful countries of Russia and 
Austria. 
When the Austrian king 
takes his oath of office he swears that 
he will endeavor to gain hack to Aus- 
tria these lost provinces. Whether she 
ever owned them is questionable. They 
have some documents purporting to 
prove this but they are generally be- 
lieved to be forgeries. The seat of the 
Russian Religion or. the other hand is 
at Constantinople and it is the desire 
of Russia to gain possession of this 
Mecca. 
"In about the year 1060 Asiatic 


hord<-s from Turklstan swept over tho 
country and took possession of it. They 
set up their religion of Mohammed. 
The Turk is not given to proselyting. 
He la comfortable In his religion. He 
believes that he knows where he is 
golnp after death and does not care 
what becomes of the 'unchristian dog ' 
and he does not wan-t his heaven over- 
crowded. 
So when the Sultan found 


that the Greek religion had a fast hold 
on the .people of the country he madrt 
a bargain with the priests to protect 
them in their religion if they would 
iswin? their people Into line to recog- 
nize his rule. 
W« now have these two powerful 


religions and the scheming of two pet- 
ty governments and the machinations 
of two stronger ones in the background 
besides numerous hill tribes known as 
the Albanians so mixed in their affili- 
ations that one time they face one and 
at another time another. 
"The interests of England, France 


s.nd other European countries there 
is mostly humanitarian. 
They have 


little Interests in the troubles except 
from this standpoint. What are known 
as Christian massacres there however 
are the killing of the brigands in the 
hills in retaliation for long abuses. The 
Ottoman Turk Is a good man. If yDU 
want to sleep comfortably, there you 
hunt up an Ottoman Turk and he will 
protect you with his life while you are 
under his shelter. 
"The solution of all this I believe 


is to strengthen the rule of Turkey. 
Any of the othar countries will only 
complicate matters. Turkey does not 
Interfere with the other religions and 
if loft alone will manage well."
